Iroa Trad* Is Bsomlag. 

Birmingham (Ala.)—Great activity! 
in the iron, coal and coke trade has i 
followed the close of the war. Every j 
furnace in the Birmingham district! 
has sold its output to January 1st of j 
next year. Three idle furnaces have 
gone into blast within ten daye. Dur¬ 
ing August the Alabama furnaces sold 
31,000 tons of pig iron in Europe and 
the first ten days of September one 
oonoern sold 20,000 tons for export. 
The foreign sales of iron have never 
been so good before and promise to 
reach 300,000 tons for the year. 
Mexico and Central America also are ; 
buying heavily of Alabama coke and 
iron. Never before in Birmingham’s i 
history have the iron and eoal indus¬ 
tries employed so many men as now, i 
and another rise in iron prices is ex- 
peoted soon. 

P. H. Van Diest says there is no tin, j 
as reported, near Walsenburg, Colo- j 
rado. The owners have spent about { 
$10,000, which they probably could 
have saved by proper preliminary ex¬ 
amination. 


Former Companions of the Assassin 
Already Placed in Prison—The Crime 
Believed to be the Outcome of a Plot. 

New York.—A cable to the Sun 
from Paris says: Wholesale arrests of 
anarchists have been decided upon in 
France, Switzerland and Italy. It is 
believed the plot to assassinate the 
Empress was hatceil by Italian an¬ 
archists in Zurich. Italian anarchists 
aro better organized than those of any 
other nation. They are extremely 
careful as to whom they admit into 
their society. It is believed that it 
was they who planned the assassina¬ 
tion of Carnot and Canovas del Cas¬ 
tillo, the Spanish Prime Minister. 
When arrested they invariably refuse 
to give the names of their accomplices, j 
The men who act as spies upon them j 
have not yet succeeded in getting be¬ 
yond temporary membership. 

A cable to the Sun from Borne, says: j 
The archives of the War Office here 
show that Laochini, the assassin, 
evaded military service in 180S and 
fled to Switzerland. He returned to 
Italy in 1804 and demaded enlistment 
on the ground that he lacked the 
moans of existence. lie was pun¬ 
ished for evading the service, and 
afterward served in the army until 
180ti, when he was discharged. He 
then turned anarchist and wandered in 
various countries, finally reaching 
Budapest. The belief obtains here 
that the crime was the outcome of a 
central anarchist plot. It has lieen 
learned that the assassin of the Em¬ 
press was some time ago sentenced by 
default in Bologna for inciting to mur¬ 
der and pillage. 

Lausanne(Switzerand)—Ten friends 
and acquaintances of the assassin of 
the Empress Elizabeth have been ar¬ 
rested here. He has been working as 
a stone mason in this vicinity and last 
month he took the preliminary steps 
to become a naturalized Swiss. His 
application papers, however, he with¬ 
drew. 

Geneva—A file found in the passage 
of a house on the Rue des Alpes has 
been identified by the assassin as the 
weapon used. His name, though here¬ 
tofore variously given and published 
as Luccheni, Luocesi and Luechcsi, is 
now said to be Lnigini. 

The Italian records show that he 
was an illegitimate child and took his 
mother's name. 

The assassin of Empress Elizabeth is 
calm in demeanor and frankly con¬ 
gratulates himself upon the success of 
his crime. “I am an anarchist, but I 
belong to no committee. I acted on 
my own initiative. Let them do as 
they like with me. That is mi¬ 
st rengtb. 

London. — Many of the prominent 
European journals are urging inter¬ 
national action against anarchist ■>. 

They recall that both tiie late M. 
Carnot, President of the Frenoh Re¬ 
public, and the late Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, the Spanish Prime Minister, 
were the victims of Italian anarchists. 

The murder oi the Austrian Empress 
has thrilled Euro|»e from end to end, 
and everywhere but one question is 
asked. How can society protect itself 
against anarchism? 

Special dispatches from every capi¬ 
tal describe the effect produced and 
newspaper comments that palpitate 
with bitter indignation that a defense¬ 
less woman, who shunned politics and 
did nothing but good, should be select¬ 
ed, at the moment of the approaching 
jubilee, for an assassin’s knife. 

Fl»| From l*orto RJco. 
Washington.—By direction of Gen¬ 
eral Miles, President McKinley has 
been presented with a Spanish flag 
which was captured by American 
troops at Coam, Porto Rico. It was 
taken from the barracks at Coam by ' 
the Sixteenth Pennsylvania V.olun- ' 
teers, together with 200 Spanish prison- 1 
ers who were endeavoring to retreat. 
Colonel Biddle, who was accompanied 
by Captain Harry Alvin Hall of the J 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania Infantry made 
the presentation speech. 

The President in reply complimented 1 
the American troops on their courage 
and soldierly conduct throughout the 1 
campaign. When the committee left 
the White House the flag was sent to ' 
the Adjutant-General’s offioe, where 1 
it will remain until it is put on exhi¬ 
bition, probably at the National Mu- ! 
scum. 

Anglo-German Agreement. 

London. — The Pall Mall Gazette 
publishes alleged details of the agree 
ment said to have been arrived at be- < 
tween Great Britain and Germany, but i 
they were not cabled to the Associated 
Press as the officials of the Foreign 
Offioe here said they were far beyond < 
tbe truth. 

The Foreign Office officials added 
that the agreement is yet incomplete. 

It relates generally to Anglo-German 
interests in China, Africa and else¬ 
where, but it is not precise in its stip¬ 
ulations.

Manilla Hemp. 

Every engineer knows what manilla 
hemp is, but few aro aware that it is 
the product of a species of banana 
which is cultivated iu certain localities 
in the Philippine islands. The plant, 
called by the natives “abaca, ” throws 
np a cluster of shearing leaf stalks to a 
height of 20 or 80 feet, which spread 
out at the top into a crown of huge nil- 
divided leaves. When it is 8 years old, 
it is cut down and the stalks are torn 
into strips. These strips, whilo still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife nnd a 
wooden block, and the soft cellulose 
matter is removed. The fiber is then 
hung up to dry iu the open air until it 
is fit for use. Each stalk gives about a 
pound of filler, and two natives will 
turn out about 25 pounds n day. Thu 
inside fiber, which is thin and weak, is 
used by the natives for making articles 
of dress. The familiar manilla rope is 
made from the fiber of the outer layer, 
which is hard and strong. The whole 
supply of manilla hemp practically 
comes front the Philippines, and the 
United States consumes 41 per cent of it

“These ‘escapes’ greatly outnumber 
those of the actual occurrence Itself. 
The cataleptic usually show signs of 
life just in the nick of time to disap 
point the undertakers and to relieve sor 
rowing friends. 

“Of course, much of the evidence on 
which the allegation of premature 
burial is based depends on the fact that 
bodies on exhumation have been ocea 
sioimlly found distorted, thereby foster 
iug the notion that lliis or that oecn 
pant of tiie coffin has diet! from suffo¬ 
cation, a theory whic h is supported by 
tlio favorable condition of other ex¬ 
humed bodies 

“But tlie idea is altogether wrong, in 
fact and in principle. It is well known 
j among those who have made it a study 
that the apparent distortions, instead 
of demonstrating a living burial, pure 1 
ly dojieml upon natural causes brought 
about by decomposition, the influents 
of which is sufficiently strong enough 
to bulge oui, and even burst, leaden 
coffins. This phenomenon does :iot hap¬ 
pen in every case put it does in a great 
many. 

“No, no! 1 shall not go so far as to 
say that a prenntvire burial has never 
taken place, but it lias not occurred so 
often as is thought. 1 dare say it may 
occur in times of plagues and pesti¬ 
lences, where the presumed dead are 
buried within a lew hours of death. 
That is where much mischief lies. Hut 
when panic prevails where does thought 
eoiue in? 

“In plagues, such us cholera, the 
state of collapse is so profound that it 
may perfectly simulate death itself, but 
the custom of burying the dead on the 
day of death is fortunately on tho wane,

FATAL ACCIDENT AT WARREN * MAL- 
LEVS BRICK QUARRY. 

On Thursday, September 8th, a fatal 
accident occurred at Warren & Mal- 
ley’s Rock Camp, near Guadaloupe 
Dairy, which cost an employe named 
James Hand his life, and made super¬ 
intendent of the quarry, Nelson Wash¬ 
burn, a eripple for life. 

From the evidence at the coroner’s 
inquest, it appears that Hand and Su¬ 
perintendent Washburn were at the 
time engaged in loading a hole with a 
charge of powder. The face of the 
quarry has a height from the floor to 
the surtaoe of about 80 feet. The 
place where Hand and Washurn were 
at work was on a bench about 20 feet 
aliove the floor of the mine. A mass 
of rCK'k near tlie surface of the quarry 
rock, weighing something like a half 
toil, bad been loosened by repeated 
blasting and suddenly worked away 
and came crashing and rolling down 
upon the two men standing directly 
under it. It seems that Superintend¬ 
ent Washburn heard the rock coming 
and calling out to Hand to jump, him¬ 
self sprang off the bench to the floor of 
the quarry 20 feet below, breaking 
lmth legs. Hand failed to jump and 
was struck on the head by the great 
mass of falling rock, his skull was 
crushed in as if it had lieen an egg¬ 
shell, and he was killed instantly. 
Washburn was removed to the German 
Hospital in San Franoisco. One of his 
legs lias been amputated, and he is in 
a very critical condition. 

James Hand, who met such sudden 
death, was 28 years of age and a na¬ 
tive of Ireland. 

Washburn is said to be very reckless 
in his methods as superintendent, and 
if he was blameless in this respect, 
lias paid dearly for his error.

A Deadly Ow. 

Millers and the owners of grain ele¬ 
vators look upon the bisulphide of car¬ 
bon ns one of their most useful agents. 
When n mill, nn elevator or a granary 
becomes infested with weevil, bisul¬ 
phide of carbon is the cheupest and 
most effective thing to exterminate the 
pest. So deadly is the gas, however, 
niuLso rapidly does it act that the ut¬ 
most caro must lie taken in applying 
the bisulphide. It is usuully sprinkled 
over the grain from watering pots. The 
liquid is rapidly converted into a gas, 
toil the latter sinks through the grain, 
carrying death to the weevil and even 
to the uuhatched eggs. 

So long as the persons applying the 
liquid stand above the point of applica¬ 
tion they are pretty safe from the 
(nines, but occasionally the workmen 
breathe a little of the gas and have to 
be removed at once to the open air, as 
the heart is quickly paralyzed by the 
action of the bisulphide. It is usual to 
treat the lower floors of a granary first, 
so that those employed in the work may 
keep constantly above the gas. Any 
animal, as a eat or a dog, shut up in all 
apartment where the bisulphide is do¬ 
ing its work is found dead when the 
place is opened.—Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


A Culmu Milkman. 

“How mauy cows there are about the 
streets!” somebody exclaims, and then 
he is calmly informed that the morn¬ 
ing’s milk is simply being delivered. 
A bunch of cattle and their driver stop 
before a house, and the portero comes 
out with a cup for tho morning’s sup¬ 
ply.

Only a gentle pressure upon the 
bag of water within is needed to thus 
cause both milk and water to flow into 
the enp at the same time. The milk 
venders of Italy and India have also 
learned their trnde to perfection, for 
they practice this identical trick.—Ed¬ 
ward Page Gaston in Woman’s Home 
Companion.

Hoft-Vuluted Projectile* Will Pierce 
the Hardest Armor. 

The present superiority of shot to 
armor Is largely due to the simple 
expedient of placing a soft metal cap 
over the point of the projectile. 

It Is a matter of history that, Just at 
the time when aruiorplate makers were 
discouraged by the ease with which the 
gun-makers were able to penetrate th-e 
tong' "«t nickel steel, Mr. Harvey pro¬ 
duced his brilliant invention for giving 
an Intensely bard face t» the plate, and 
succeeded tn smashing up the projec¬ 
tiles at the moment of Impact. Shots 
which theoretically should have passed 
clear through a Harveylzed plate failed 
to do so, because tlielr [mints could not 
bold together long enough to break In 
through the highly tempered face, 
which was made so hard that It could 
cut glass like a diamond polut. 

Subsequent to the appearanee of Har¬ 
vey ized armor the makers of projectiles 
had been trying to produce a shot 
which should combine the necessary 
hardness and toughness to ennble It to 
split open the hardened face and hold 
together until It liad wedged Its way 
through the laxly -of the plate Itself.

Water Power. 

The large plants for the utilization o! 
water power in our country now fur 
nish 72,000 horse-power, with the pros 
pect of an increase to 150,000 horse 
power, when till are completed. In ad 
dll loo, there are a vast number ol 
smaller ones used iu mines or Iu light- 
lug towns. 

Switzerland cornea next with 48,000, 
France will have 18,000 when the plant 
on the Rhone, near Geneva, Is com¬ 
pleted. Germany and Italy have les^ 
than 20,000 horse-power each. Norway 
and Sweden each have about 15,000, 
with possibilities of great development, 
Kngluml comes last with only 4,004 
home-power. Some 15,000 of the powel 
credited to America belongs to Canada,’ 
a country which abounds In undevel¬ 
oped water powers. 

These water powers are made to do 
all that coul can do, except ruining a 
smoke. A coal bed Is exhaustible, and 
every ton taken from It brings It near¬ 
er Its end; but the energy of wntcrfulls 
Is Inexhaustible and will be available 
for man's needs long after the last 
pound of coal Is raised front the mine. 

Not the least remarkable feature of 
this new departure is the size of the 
turbines employed. One hundred horse¬ 
power used to be regarded as u largo 
amopnt to lx- given by a single wheel. 
Some of the turbine at Niagara develop 
fifty times as much. The next great 
movement may be the utilization of the 
tides, tn which there is an immense re¬ 
servoir of power. We may see the day 
when the great amount of water power 
In Alaska Is brought down to a tem¬ 
perate region and Is more valuable than 
the gold under its frozen soli.—Hart¬ 
ford Courant.
